As finally passed and sent back 
to the Senate for concurrent ac- 
tion On comparatively minor 
amendments,. the measure con- 
tained a controversial provision 
giving Federal Reserve banks lim- 
ied authority to purchase Gov- 
ernment obligations directly from 
the Treasury. Under present stat- 
utes, they must be purchased on 
the open market. 

That particular section still con- 
tained a clause to limit the total 
amount of direct purchases to five 
billimn dollars. In addition, oppo-

NE item of President Roosevelt’s latest address to the country 
bears with particular eloquence on the job of winning the war. 
He outlined certain contingencies under which this task, formidable 


as it is today, might expand to deadly proportions. 


relentless prosecution of Tokyo’s 
géneral offensive in every avail- 
able direction, with utmost fury, 
speed and audacity. One of the 
first blows, as soon as visibility 
improves, May be an attempt to 
smash war installations on the 
Aleutian Islands, to be followed 
perhaps by invasion of Alaska, 


Utilization of raw materials in 
the Philippines and Netherlands 
East Indies to construct a Japa- 
nese military machine which the 
United States itself would find 
difficulty in outbuilding. 

With such accessions, it was 
pointed out, Japan ‘would have 
gained virtual monopolies of tin 
and rubber; petroleum fields in 
Borneo, Sumatra and Java that 
flow 60,000,000 barrels a year; half 
a billion tons of iron, ore in the 
Philippines and substantial ferrous 
lodes in Southeast Borneo and 
Celebes; ample supplies of coal, 
timber, lead, zine, copper, nickel, 
antimony, molybdenum, chromite, 
manganese, silver and gold; and a 
fabulous wealth of. tropical food 
products—coconuts, yams, bananas, 
breadfruit, coffee, tea, sugar and 
rice. 

One rift in the storm-cloud is 
geen in the destruction which 
American and Dutch bombers, sub- 
marine and surface craft have in- 
flicted on Japanese shipping.

NO HEAVY DAMAGE 
TO U. S. WARSHIPS 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28 (AP).— 
American fighting ships, with na- 
val units of other United Nations, 
put a Japanese cruiser and three 
destroyers out of action in what 
the Navy said today was an “ini- 
. tial phase” of the battle for Java. 

Moreover, American submarines 
torpedoed and probably sank five 
other enemy ships in the Western 
Pacific war theater in previous 
actions, a Navy communique said. 

The 8500-ton Japanese cruiser 
Mogami which was knocked out of 
the fight in the Java Sea yester- 
day was part of an enemy naval 
force of “overwhelming superior- 
ity” convoying 40 transports for 
an intended landing on the north 
coast of Java. 

The American units participa- 
ting with Dutch, British and Aus- 
tralian naval forces, the communi- 
que said, probably consisted of one 
heavy cruiser and five destroyers. 

Further Action 

The Navy made a point of say- 
_ ing that this “major action” was 
of initial character and that “fur- 
ther action can be expected in this 
area.” } 

‘And in this connection, there was 
significance in the Navy’s state- 
ment that after the battle, which 
caused the enemy to retire to the 
north, the American warships had 
mot suffered heavy damage and 
were “still intact.” 

The unusual tabulation of Amer- 
ican submarine successes drew at- 
tention. Hitherto, most announce- 
ments have dealt with individual 
reports, and today’s grouping of 
results may indicate the American 
underwater fighters are moving 
into the distant Pacific area in 
greater force. 

The Navy said that on Feb. 23 
two torpedo hits were made on 
“one large ship;” on Feb. 24 two 
more were scored on a large aux- 
ilary; on Feb. 25 a hit was made 
on a transport and another made 
on a type unknown. In addition, 
another hit was scored on another 
transport at an unreported date, 
~ the Navy said, then added: 

“All of these ships of the enemy 
are believed sunk.”

by Counterattacks. 


MOSCOW, Feb. 28 (AP).—Des- 
perate Nazi attempts to save the 
trapped Sixteenth German Army 
by rushing air-ferried reinforce- 
ments to the Staraya Russa sector 
were reported tonight by the Rus- 


sians. Soviet dispatches said anti- 


aircraft gunners and fighter planes 
had shot down a number of fully 
loaded troop transports and «ther 
planes trying to drop supplies and 
ammunition. 

Prisoners were qutoed as saying 
they were sent to the front from 
camps in Germany where they 
were being trained for the spring 
drive. 

Though it did not specify that 
they were transport planes, the 
midnight Soviet communique listed 
38 Nazi aircraft as destroyed on 
Friday—15 in air fights, three by 
anti-aircraft and.20 on the ground. 
Seven more were said to have been 
shot down near Moscow ‘during 
Saturday. 

The communique also reported 
the occupation of “a number of lo- 
calities” in several sectors, and the 
sinking of a 5000-ton German 
transport by Soviet submarines in 
the Barents Sea. 

Landing by Marines. 

On the Sea of Azov, the extreme 
southern end of the front extend- 
ing from the Arctic, a supplement 
to the communique said Red ma- 
rine and infantry units raided an 
“important sector occupied by the 
enemy and destroyed two artillery 
batteries, two mortar batteries, 
two machine gun nests and power- 
ful radio stations.” 

It added that on one sector of 
the Leningrad front, Russian units 
occupied a number of strongly for- 
tified German positions and cap- 
tured 13 machine guns, four mor- 
tars and 127,000 rounds of am- 
munition. Two hundred enemy of- 
ficers and men were killed in the 
action, it said. 

Southwest of Moscow, on the 
front extending through the Do- 
nets Basin and into the Crimea, 
the Germans were reported lashing 
out fiercely in counterattacks pos- 
sibly intended to divert the strong 
Russian pressure in the northwest. 

.German Wedge Wiped Out. 

The Red Army acknowledged 
that at one place on the southern 
front the Germans drove a wedge 
four miles wide and six miles deep 
into the Russian line, but said 
Russian countermeasures straight- 
ened the front and wiped out ~e 
assault force. 

On another part of the same 
front 900 Germans were reported 
killed in a one-day fight. 

On the southwestern front the 
Germans were said to have at- 
tempted six successive counterat- 
tacks. These were reported beaten 
back with heavy losses to the Ger- 
mans. 

Dispatches from the _ central 
front west of Moscow also men- 
tioned German counterthrusts, but 
said they failed and that the Ger- 
mans left 550 dead on a single bat- 
tlefield. 

The Red Army reported success- 
ful use of tanks despite snow-cov- 
ered fields. Red Star, the Army 
newspaper, predicted that Russia's 
growing tank strength would be

Nazis Trying to Break Ring. 

Reports from the Staraya Russa 
sector said the Russian troops 
closing tighter on 96,000 or miore 
encircled Germans had routed the 
defenders of “a large, geographi- 
cally important fortified settle- 
ment.” 

Increased activity by the trapped 
Nazi forces was reported, but the 
Russians said all efforts to break 
out of the encirclement had failed 
and the Germans were being bro- 
ken down into smaller units to be 
mopped up one by one, 

To the north of the trap Russian 
guerrillas were said to have imper- 
iled the German posijtiong further 
by cutting communications lines. 
and taking an increasing toll by 
sniping and night forays, 

A dispatch from Leningrad said 
the guerrillas had killed 10,480 Ger- 
mans, including two Generals, : in 
six months. In addition, the ‘dis- 
patch asserted they destroyed 700 
railroad cars, 
wrecks, dynamited five railway 
bridges and took a heavy toll of 
German planes, tanks and automo 
biles.

We had our first “abandon ship” 
drill just before sundown of the 
first day. For 25 minutes we all 
stood at our stations. Suddenly 
depth charges rumbled just off 
the port side near the following 
transport. You could feel the 
tremors of the charges under 
the deckplates, 

It was all too real, especially 
since we had heard of the recent 
sinkings. To be sure, there was 
a stir through the ship but no 
evidence of undue excitement. 


The Real Thing. 


“Was that just to put some real- 
ism in the first drill?” someone 
asked a ship officer. 

“Hell, no. That was real,” he 
replied matter-of-factly. “They’ve 
(the destroyers) been trailing a 
submarine around here all day.” 

Whether the target really was a 
submarine, and the result of the 
depth charges, was not learned. 


Then came the first blackout at 
sea. Nothing could be so startling 
as the darkness that enveloped our 
ship that night. A match flicker 
would have stood out like a bea- 
con, 

From the lighted interior, 
through a blackout-vestibule 
where you close the inner door 
before you open the outer one— 
you step onto deck and into a 
darkness seemingly so thick that 
it is oppressive. 


After a few minutes outlines 
waver in front of your eyes as 
your pupils dilate. Here and there 
a fleck of , phosphorescence 
sweeps back in the foam from the 
bow. Finally a star or two pricks 
through the night and reassurance 
returns as you pick out the sil- 
houette of the battleship a half- 
mile to port. 


The next day we got our first 
bit of rough weather and the 
radio news of the sinkings off 
the eastern coast. Even though 
you know the convoy is a prime 
target, you read the news ‘(in the 
ship’s daily summary received by 
radio every morning) with de- 
tachment. You can’t believe it can 
happen to you and you look to 
the accompanying warships for 
reassurance. 


The third day was warmer but 
rougher. Many of the passengers 
were ill. The ship rolled, the land- 
lubbers thought it surely must be 
going over but the Navy men said 
the roll was mild. The inclonom- 
eter, which measures it, showed 
a maximum of 20 degrees and the 
sailors said it hit 31 degrees on 
their last trip. Then things really 
begin to fly around, as we were 
to learn later as the inclonom- 
eter went to 32 degrees.

General Alarm. 


In the warm afternoon of the 
next day, with the ship in the 
75-degree water of the beautiful 
blue Gulf stream, a_e general 
alarm jerked us all from lunch. 


Word quickly swept, the ship 
that a “battleship” had been 
sighted and both Army and Navy 
men took battle stations. 


For a time it seemed we were 
to get a taste of the real] thing. 
The entire convoy had shifted to 
battle positions, the larger war- 
ships to the side the enemy was 
reported to be approaching. Signal 
flags flew from every ship, signal 
lights blinked code. Within a few 
minutes there were -several 
changes of position and changes 
of course, smoothly, quickly, ex- 
pertly. Then the bugle call “Se- 
cure,” and the incident was over 
without an attack. 


But the day’s excitement was 
not ended. Just before sunset one 
of the transports fired its stern 
deck gun at what was thought to 
be a submarine. 

During the night an unidenti- 
fied merchantman sailed right 
through the blacked out nvoy, 
refusing to answer signa or 
identify itself. Every gun and 
searchlight was turned on it until 
it was allowed to go on as friend- 
ly. 
"Printing the next afternoon, the 
convoy’s maneuvers were held up 
until the ship’s surgeon performed 
a major operation on one of the 
nurses. 


Church Seryices: Held. 


The eighth day out we had 
church services. The chaplain 
had been ill Sunday and there had 
been no organized worship, but 
this afternoon the »svidiers’ mess 
hall, below decks, filled quickly. 


Perhaps it was made more sol- 
emn by the fact that, just before} 
the services began, a destroyer 
had dropped a half-dozen depth 
charges. !

Soon afterward a sailor who had 
died on one of the accompanying 
warships was buried at sea. 


The weather began to get cold- 
er and the sky overcast. You want 
it rough and dark when you’re in 
a convoy, the sformier the better. 


We were in the ward room 
drinking tea just before bedtime 
when we were told there was a 
brightly lighted ship on the hori- 
zon. Onto the blacked-out deck 
we went. 


It was a Nazi trap, someone 
said. No, it’s a burning ship, we 
heard, The ship was 20 miles 
away and destroyers already had 
scurried toward it. It was hours 
before we learned that it was a 
Swedish tanker, and it was allowed 
to continue, Nevertheless, the ‘con- 
voy changed course and the tank- 
er never saw us. 


Before bed I had an opportunity 
to chat with the chaplain and he 
told me of the men, their appar- 
ently good spirits, cheerful ac- 
ceptance of inconvenience. and 
some discomfort. 


He told me about one of the 
soldiers, deep in the hold, who had 
borrowed his Bible to read to com- 
fort himself. He was a Southerner. 
And he curled up on his metal 
bunk, one of a close-spaced tier, 
and began reading. 


“Whatcha readin?™ one of the 
soldier’s buddies inquired. 

“The Bible,” the Southerner re- 
plied. 

“Well, read it out loud,” 
othey private said. 


British Take Over. 


When the United States Navy, 
with part of the convoy, left us 
and British destroyers took us on 
we peered aft longingly as our 
men-of-war disappeared on an- 
other course. 


Calls to battle stations became 
more frequent and some of the 
guns were manned day and night 
as we pushed on. The guns were 
test-fired. .Steel helmets were is- 
sued to all who did not have them. 
The ship was made ready for any- 
thing. 

We welcomed rougher weather 
that slithered cots and baggage 
over the floor. We were told that 
the British rigorously and regu- 
larly patrolled these waters for 
submarines and that our principal 
worry was attack from the air. 

The last night and day it ap- 
peared the sea was trying to do 
what we had believed the enemy 
might attempt—destroy us. A gale 
whipped up waves 50 feet high. 
Everything not lashed tightly 
ripped from side to side. 

The morning of our last day at 
sea, British flyers picked us up 
and reassurance grew. Their 
American-made planes were vir- 
tually the first familiar sight we 
had seen since we left the home- 
land. 

But one of the flyers—perhaps 
from overzealousness in the wel- 
come—broke the rules for recogni- 
tion and our gunners sent anti- 
aircraft bullets skyward. He gave 
the proper signal - immediately, 
however, and escaped harm. 
From here on in it was smooth 
sailing, still blacked out, still 
liable to attack, but with friendly 
land in sight and the British air 
force and navy for any enemy to 
reckon with.

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Russia Throwing All Its Scientific 
Talent, Equipment Into War Effort 


Laboratories Constantly Improving Weapons 
and Techniques — Performances in Battle 
Reflect Success of Methods,

IKE almost every other department of Russian life, Soviet science 
[2s now converted its talents and its equipment almost wholly to 
the requirements of War. The Soviet Government is drawing 
heavily on scientists for new processes, new inventions and new sub- 
stitutes necessary to meet the country’s innumerable defense problems. 


Since the beginning of the war 
there has been a steady change- 
over in Soviet research institutes 
and university laboratories from 


non-essential work to matters con- 
nected with the successful conduct 
of this total war. 

The excellent performarice of 
Russian airplanes, guns and other 
Soviet-designed and Soviet-made 
implements of warfare in combat 
with the Germans has raised the 
prestige of Soviet science and 
technology: and obliged many for- 
eign experts to revise their views 
of Russia’s scientific standing. 

Today, with all its scientific 
brain power enlisted for the war 
job, Russia counts on being able 
to keep pace with its cunning and 
scientifically-minded enemy, 

It is obviously impossible to 
enumerate in detail the contribu- 
tions of Soviet researchers during 
the past seven months of war. 
They are considerable, In the field 
of aerodynamics and airplane de- 
sign this country probably is well 
up with the other powers and a 
great deal of aerial research is 
being carried on constantly by a 
group of able young scientists. 

Much has been done in the de- 
velopment of improved methods 
of processing steel and making 
tough armor-plating for tanks. 
Countless devices have been put 
into operation for economizing on 
materials and speeding up pro- 
duction in defense industries. 
From the laboratories, too, has 
come a great variety of substitute 
materials. 

The mobilization of thousands of 
doctors for Army service has ac- 
celerated research in war surgery, 
treatment of wounds and develop- 


ment of serums. Among the pro- 
ducts of Russian research is a 
highly efficacious ointment for 
treatment of frostbite, tried with 
success during the Finnish War 
and used extensively in this one. 

Many of these scientific con- 
tributions are coming from young 
men reared with the revolution 
whose names are unknown out- 
side the Soviet Union. They work 
mostly in various departments of 
the Soviet Academy of Sciences or 
in universities and technical in- 
stitutes outside it. Some are serv- 
ing the military services and in- 
dustrial enterprises directly. 

One of them is P. L. Kapitza, the 
famed physicist, who has just 
been awarded the Faraday Medal 
for his research in magnetic 
fields. Kapitza, who worked long 
in England and lives here in an 
English-style cottage provided him 
by the Soviet Government. He 
has contributed an article to the 
Soviet press telling how every 
branch of Russian science is co- 
operating with the Government in 
exploiting all available means of 
winning the war. Co-operation, he 
said, is along three main lines: 

First, a big group of scientific 
men is devoting itself to problems 
of broad economic scope such as 
the investigation and selection of 
a basis for war materials and in- 
dustries, the creation of substi- 
tutes, the utilization of waste, and 
so forth. Most of the work on 


substitutes, he said, is being done 
by chemists. As a single small 
instance, he pointed out how 
Soviet laboratory workers had 
found a satisfactory substitute for 
Peruvian balsam, which is an im- 
portant ingredient in the Vishnev- 
sky ointment, widely used by the 
Red Army and well known for its 
curative qualities. 

The second important line of co- 
operation is in the field of con- 
sultation. Specialists from the 
Academy of Sciences are fre- 
quently called in by Soviet indus- 
try to assist in the solution of 
technical problems and to help ob- 
tain maximum production. 

The third of these main func- 
tions of Soviet science, according 
to Kapitza, is constant research in 
the improvement of Soviet weapons 
of war. The extent to which the 
nation’s scientific minds are being 
exploited is seen in the fact that 
botanists have been “put to work 
on the adaption of camouflage to 
different colors of nature at dif- 
ferent seasons of the year, while 
mathematicians have been drafted 
to study the trajectories of artil- 
lery shells. 

V. Komarov, elderly president of 
the Academy of Sciences, reported 
recently numerous ways in which 
Russian scientists are facilitating 
the re-establishment of eyacuated 
industries in their new bases in the 
Urals and Siberia, They are pros- 
pecting new mineral -deposits, de- 
vising means of treating low-grade 
ores and arranging the maximum 
utilization of limited power re- 
sources. In one plant, nickel pro- 
duction has been doubled by scien- 
tific improvements. 

Research in the Soviet Union 
receives encouragement through 
periodic awards of decorations and 
prizes for outstanding achieve- 
ments. The so-called Stalin Prizes, 
for instance, carry cash awards in 
amounts up to 100,000 rubles 
($16,500). 


In fact, if it had not been for 
the brilliant achievement of Under 
Secretary of State Sumner Welles 
at Rio de Janeiro, the Latin-Amer- 
ican picture would be dark in- 
deed, Welles succeeded in getting 
all the Latin-American republics 
to approve a resolution calling for 
severance of Axis diplomatic ties 
in the face of opposition from Ar- 
gentina and Chile. 

When he returned from’ Rio a 
month ago he told his colleagues 
in the State Department that short- 
ly only one United States passen- 
ger vessel would be left on each 
coast. During February all Amer- 
ican liners were taken off, so that 
today the only remaining passen- 
ger vessels are operated by a 
Chilean line with infrequent sail- 
ings. The only sure and fast way 
to get back and forth is by air, and 
such strict priorities are exercised 
over all seats on each airliner, 
with first place going to military 
men and diplomats, that it is vir- 
tually impossible for the ordinary 
citizen to get from one part of the 
hemisphere to another even in an 
emergency. 

This serves to highlight the acute 
shipping crisis which has fre- 
quently been emphasized in these 
columns, During February the 
crisis was intensified until today 
it is regarded as one of the most 
important factors in this critical 
year of 1942, 

What has happened is very 
simple. President Roosevelt orders 
X thousands of troops sent to area 
Y immediately. The Army and 
the Navy then figure the amount 
of shipping required to transport 
X thousands of troops and call 
on the Wartime Shipping Adminis- 
trator, Emory S. Land, chairman 
of the Maritime Commission, to 
furnish it. The nearest*and han- 
diest reservoir has been those ships 
which were still left on theSouth 
American run. 

Admiral Land has been under 
considerable criticism, particularly 
for having failed to make more 
drastic use of shipping priorities 


This has happened so swiftly in recent weeks that the full impact 
on the South American economy has not yet been felt. When it hits 
in full force, there may be political repercussions which the State De- 
parment will find it difficult to counter, : ? 
ito prevent such products as mother 


of pearl, feathers and coconut 
meat from occupying cargo space 
in the critical last half of 1941, 
There have been suggestions, too, 
that a re-examination be made of 
the whole steel production picture 
to insure a greater immediate share 
of steel plates for shipping. 

At the Maritime Commission a 
spokesman said this was not nec- 
essary; that it would be possible 
to increase the total output from 
12,000,000 to 18,000,000 deadweight 
tons, as called for by President 
Roosevelt in his state of the un- 
ion message, without any re-allo- 
cation. As a result of the pressure 
for steel, Admiral Land has agreed 
that new vessels can be made of 
strips as well as sheared plates 
even though the former require 
more time and more labor. Ad- 
ditional welders can be trained, it 
was pointed out, faster than new 
steel manufacturing facilities can 
be built. 

In every quarter the pinch of 
shipping is felt. Scarcity of cargo 
space for carrying steel and con- 
crete has delayed completion of 
the naval and air bases under con- 
struction in Alaska. It makes it 
doubtful whether there will be any 
salmon pack from that distant 
territory. 

The economy of many Latin- 
American countries is entirely de 
pendent on goods brought from 
the United States. For example, 
copper sulphate must go to the 
Central American Republics to 
make spray for banana planta- 
tions. Some reserve supplies exist, 
but when these are exhausted, it 
will be up to this ‘country to, sus- 
tain the supply. 

The German radio is, of course, 
already making the itmost use of 
the situation. The propaganda line 
directed at South America is that 
if only it were not for the British 
blockade all deficiencies could be 
made up by the Germans, The fact 
that this claim is utterly false may 


not occur té South Americans in

But the 
Labor party believes that it is also 
the duty of the British Govern- 
ment to take every possible step to 
promote that agreement. While it 
agrees that full settlement of the 
complex interests of Indian self- 
gsvernment must await the close 
ot the war, it believes that both at 
the center and in the provinces the 
Indians must be given full re- 
sponsibility now and that they 
must take their full place along- 
side dominion statesmen in.the di- 
rection of the war effort. And the 
Indian Government can then initi- 
ate discussions necessary to per- 
manent solution; where agree- 
ment cannot be reached, settlement 
must be made by reference to 
agreed arbitrators. 


Refers to Australian Plan. 


“After being drafted the settle- 
ment should, in the view of the 
labor party, be discussed with the 
British Government on the model 
of similar negotiations with Aus- 
tralia in 1900; the result should 
then be embodied in an act of 
Parliament.” 

The specific plan of the British 
Labor party executive, it is ex- 
plained, is that the Viceroy’s coun- 
cil of 14, which now is only partly 
Indian, should be completely In- 
dian, including the all-important 
posts of finance and defense. This 
all-Indian council, it is proposed, 
should thereafter appoint a consti- 
tutional commission to draft a con- 
stitution which would be negotiat- 
ed with Great Britain after the 
war ends. While negotiations 
might require three years in the 
view of the Labor party executive, 
complete Indianization of the 
council at this moment would serve 
to prove to the Indians that Brit- 
ain was in earnest in its promise 
to give India real self-rule after 
the war. 

It is hoped that such a step 
would .be followed by the return 
of the elected governments in the 


ernments chosen in the pre-war 
elections, or were selected in a new 
election. 


Apart from its very definite In- 
dian platform, the report is 
couched in cautious language and 
generalities and evidently calcu- 
lated not to arouse alarm or an- 
tagonism outside Labor party cir- 
cles: Much of it deals with 
“planned production for commu- 
nity use” and international co-op- 
eration in the post-war period and 
might have been written by any 
liberal-minded person, either here 
or in the United States. It quotes 
and emphasizes the “four free- 
doms” enumerated by President 
Roosevelt and in logical conse- 
quence of this platform urges that 
the British colonial empire be 
democratized. 


Colonial Aims, 


“The Labor party continues to af- 
firm that in all colonial territories 
the primary object of-the adminis- 
tration must be the well being, edu- 
cation and development of native in- 
habitants,” it says, and asserts that 
“negation of this policy is the policy 
of the color-bar, the object and ef- 
fect of which are to insure by law, 
administration and every other 
available means, that native in- 
habitants be given different and 
subordinate status, civil and social, 
from that of European. It main- 
tains, therefore, that laws and 
practices in territories upon which 
the color-bar rests should be abol- 
ished and colonial administratiens 
should see that every kind of legal 
and administrative discrimination, 
whether by disabilities or privi- 
leges on the ground of race, color 
or religion, should cease.” 


When it comes to deal with the 
revamping of British economy, the 
report places more emphasis on 
objectives such as the elimination 
of unemployment and creation of 
equal opportunities for all than on 
the precise methods to be em- 
ployed. While it “urges that the 
nation must own and operate the 
essential instruments of produc- 
tion,” it prefaces this reaffirma- 
tion of social principles by the re- 
Mark that “the Labor party does 
not ask for the sudden and over-

Seven white persons and seven 
Negroes were injured. The whites 
included five policemen and a 
young woman. 

White pickets surrounded the 
one-million-dollar unit before dawn 
and awaited arrival of trucks 
carrying Negroes’ furniture. The 
first flare-up of violence was brief 
and ended quickly when 16 
mounted patrolmen halted the 
vans and drove into the lines of 
whites and drove them out of 
throwing range. 

Pickets Attack Negroes. 

Another fight broke out a few 
hours later when a truck load of 
15 Negro men, carrying pipes, ap- 
peared. The white pickets bom- 
barded the truck with bricks and 
the fighting raged in the streets 
for nearly 10 minutes before police 
brought it to an end by plating 
the Negroes in protective custody. 

Mayor Jeffries said he would go 
to Washington Monday to discuss 
the problem with Federal Housing 
Authorities who have held to their 
decision that the 200-unit dwelling, 
known as the Sojourning Truth 
project, is for Negro occupancy. 
The Federal Government originally 
designated the unit for Negroes, 
then changed its mind and speci- | 
fied white occupancy. Finally, the 
decision was switched back to 
Negro occupancy. 

U. 8S. Observers on Watch. 

Federal observers watched to 
day’s clashes. G. C, Larcom of the 
Federal Housing agencies and his 
assistant, Sherman Reeder, said 
they ‘advised Washington that the 
situation here was “very grave.” 
Both said they would do what 
local authorities suggested to 
“keep peace and order.” : 

Mayor Jeffries said: “It woulé 
take at least 3000 policemen to 
get the new tenants safely into 
the building.” 

“There is no sense moving 
mhese people in if you need an 

rmy to protect them after they 
get in,” said Police Commissioner 
Frank D. Eaman. “If Washington 
wants to send soldiers to protect 
these people after they move in, 
that’s up to them.” 

White residents of the neighbor- 
hood have complained that Negro 
occupancy would depreciate the 
value of their homes.

COLUMBUS, ©., Feb, 28 (AP).—

ment, McNutt said in an address 
before a labor conference “the pro- 
tection of the worker and his fam- 
ily must never be jeopardized by 
that age-old jurisdictional dispute 
between the statehouse and Wash- 
ington.” ; 

“Basic production must not be 
halted by inter-union rivalry,” add- 
e@ McNutt. “That is true for la- 
bor, and it-is equally true for Gov- 
ernment. : 

Financial stability. Family pro- 
tection. Those are the objectives 
of unemployment compensation. 
And I have the firm conviction 
that the system will find its per- 
manent place in whatever juris- 
diction will give the greatest num- 
ber of American workers the 
greatest measure of security.” 

McNutt asserted that a bill to 
provide $300,000,000 in displace- 


e ment allowances for workers tem- 


porarily unemployed during the 
conversion of industry to war pro- 
duction was rejected by the House 
Ways and Means Committee pos- 
sibly because the “issue was mud- 
dled.” 

“Displacement allowances were 
politically confused by a confer- 
ence of Governors withthe basic 
administration of normal unem- 
ployment compensation,” he de- 
“Displacement allowances 
were misrepresented—despite the 
clear language of the. law—as an 
effort to federalize unemployment 
benefits, . . . 


“The production program, the| 


displaced workers and their fam- 
ilies are thus caught in the po- 
litical jurisdictional dispute be- 
tween the States and the Federal

The San Juan, a $12,000,000 ves- 
sel, was launched last September, 
and at its commissioning was 
placed in charge of Capt. James 
C. Maher. It is unofficially rated 
at better than 35 knots.

Clark told reporters he was sat- 
isfied from evidence brought out 
by the joint committee on non- 
essential expenditures that most of 
the energy of the OCD was being 
directed toward what committee 
members have described as “frills 
and furbelows.” 

“Not more than 10 per cent of 
their activities are directed at the 
technical matters of defending this 
country from air raids,” he de- 
clared,. “The value of their other

Agreeing largely with Clark, 
Senator Nye (Rep.), North Dakota, 
said he felt that OCD was becom- 
ing.a “refuge” for former relief 
officials and others whose jobs 
elsewhere in the Government were 
being eliminated by the war.

in the agency had little technical 
knowledge of defense needs. The 
committee gave Landis 30 days to 
reorganize his bureau before re- 
suming its inquiry into its per- 
sonnel.

‘Signs Indicate — 
Gain for Axis in 
By RICHARD MOWRER 


CATRO, Feb. 28. 


HIS third spring of the war 

will find the Middle East braced 

to meet the Axis onslaught—but 
a Middle East convalescing from 
the winter’s bloodletting in Libya. 
The Middle East’s recovery of of- 
fensive strength is retarded by de- 
mands of war in the Far East: plus 
the immense distances over which 
British and Americans come. 


The fighting in the desert was 
akin to a hemorrhage, especially 
from the viewpoint of material, It 
was costly too for the Axis. But 
Axis supply lines to Libya are only 
300 miles across the Mediterranean 


as against the Allies’ 4000 miles’ 


around the Cape of Good Hope. 


There are signs that the Axis 
in Libya is recovering from the 
blows of the British offensive. Axis 
ability lately to reinforce its posi- 
tion in Libya so successfully and 
quickly may be a prelude to an 


early German attempt at the Suez | 


Canal without bothering with a 
co-ordinated, simultaneous drive 
through Turkey and Syria. 


If the Germans should reach 
Suez from the west, the chances 
are that Turkey and the Arab 
world would be more prone to fall 
into the Axis camp without a 
struggle. The mere threat of a 
German attack through Turkey 
would be sufficient to pin consider- 
able British forces in Syria and 
Iraq, just ag Italy’s doubtful neu- 
trality before June,'1940, kept much 
of France’s strength in the Alps. 

It is known that Axis supplies 
and land and air reinforcements in 
the desert have been increased.

Utility Saved $2,500,000 

By Defeating Taxing Bills. 

Laun boasted on the witness stand that 
he had saved Union Electric approximately 
$2,500,000 through his defeat of taxing 
legislation. These bills were not killed by 
vote of the Legislature. They were killed 
in secret. by the lobby-controdled committees. 

Only rarely does the utility or business 
lobby have bills it attempts to have passed. 
Mostly its attention is directed to prevent- 
ing the passage of bills, either measures in- 
troduced to make some needed changes in 


the greedy, venal legislators who have been 
overlooked in the distribution of campaign 
funds or who hope to “shake down” the 
interests which would be adversely affected 
by the legislation. 

The interest of Union Electric extended to 
a large variety of subjects of legislation, 
ranging all the way from a bill permitting 
towns to levy a tax to support municipal] band 
concerts, which possibly would have cost the 
utility ,.$10 a year, to a bill to exempt from 
the income tax dividends passing from one 
corporation to another, which, it is reported 
meant about $700,000 to Union Electric. 

Sometimes it was only a “little’’ amend- 
ment to a pending bill in which the lobby 
was interested, such as exempting sales of 
steam heating from the sales tax, or having 
placed in the sales tax law a provision for 
taxing sales by municipally-owned utility 
plants.

Federal Price’ Administrator 
Believes Wild Ruin Will En- 
sue if Everyone Tries to 
Boost His Own Income 
Apace With Rising Costs.

OMMANDING the twin weapons of 
C price control and rationing, Federal 
Price Administrator Leon Henderson 


inflation. 

The weakness of his armamént, he has 
frankly admitted, is lack of authority to con- 
trol wages, always an important factor in 
commodity prices. Hence his appeal to the 
people voluntarily to stand guard, on the 
one hand, against general increases in labor 
costs and, on the other hand, against wage 
increases which might benefit the better 
paid individuals and more powerful orgaa- 
ized groups at the expense of those whose 
earnings already are at the subsistence level. 

Even though the forces tending toward in- 
flation are kept under reasonable control, 
Henderson expects the economics of war 
production to cause substantial rises in the 
cost of living. As he sees it, a general 
scramble by wage and salary earners for 
compensating increases would result in a 
vicious inflationary spiral defeating its very 
objective, 


Reduced Living Standard 
For All But the Lowest Paid. 


The alternative, in his opinion, is a 
temporary reduction of the standard of liv- 
ing of all except those in the subsistence 
level class; for these he thinks reasonably 
increased compensation will be justified. 

Only since enactment of the Price Control 
Act.a month ago has Henderson possessed 
clear authority to impose ceilings on com- 
modity prices; his rationing authority de- 
rives from this and other er de- 
fense legislation. 

Speaking recently at Des Moines, Ia., be- 
fore the National Farm Institute, Henderson 
expounded his views on the relation of prices 
to the growing problem of inflation, in his 
most comprehensive statement since Con- 
gress endowed his office with clear authority. 

The “pie’’ that is the token’of the Ameri- 
can high standard of living necessarily will 
be smaller from now on, Henderson said. , 

“T am not arguing any change in the dis- 
tribution ef the pie,’’ he explained, “but I am 
stressing the fact that it is going to be a 
smaller pie and that it is our job to see that 
the cuts in the pieces come where they do the 
least harm to our national strength and our 
national morale, 

“Unquestionably there are some groups 
whose standard of living is already at a sub- 
sistence level, There are other groups whose 
living standards are so high that they can 
stand a reduction greater than the average.”

This would be strong medicine. It-would provide 
compulsory military service or employment blacklist- 
ing as the penalties for going on strike. For the 
great majority of workers, this would be unnecessary, 
for they concur solidly in the high purpose on this 
point stated by the President: “We shall not stop 
work for a single day. If any dispute arises, we shall 
keep on working while the dispute is solved by medi- 
ation, conciliation or arbitration—until the. war is 
won.” ‘ 

Yet for all labor, such a law would be an affront. 
Congress would be saying in effect: “You workers 
are not good patriots. You can’t be trusted to stay 
on the job even to furnish tools for the men who are 
fighting to protect you. Therefore, we are going to 
force you to do this necessary work.” 

We do not believe that such a drastic measure as 
this is needed to obtain uninterrupted production— 
if labor will set its own house in order. That is, if it 
will sharply curb the few irresponsible leaders 
who hastily call out the men over such excuses as 
collecting union dues, or battling over jurisdictions,

And if any unscrupulous employer should attempt 
to oppress his employes, or if any genuine grievance 
over wages and hours arises, no drastic law will be 
required if the workers will “keep,on working while 
the dispute is solved,” as the President urged. The 
workers’ rights are protected by the law of the land. 
There is an elaborate system for adjusting labor-in- 
dustry disputes. The workers can depend upon 
receiving a square deal, and they can prove their 
faith in the Government by not permitting a mo- 
ment of irretrievable time to be lost. By the same 
token, nothing is more certain to bring on a drastic 
law than a series of war-plant strikes in this crisis.

Garand Rifle Passes the Test

OF BENEFITS SOAR| 


523,000 Receiving Can 
in December, Compared 
With 797,000 at End of 
January — 90 Pct. of 
Gain in 10 States.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28. — The 
latest proposal in the House for 
immediate relief of workers who 
have been. thrown out of jobs, 
through no fault of their own but 
by conversion of industries to a 
war basis, is a 150-million-dollar 
appropriation to the Works Proj- 
ects Administration. 

Whether this suggestion, which 
has the backing of several admin- 
istration leaders, would stand a 
better chance than the 300-million 
supplemental unemployment pay- 
ment plan, which was rejected 16 
to 8 by the Ways and Means 
Committee last week, is proble- 
matical. It would be handled by 
the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee, which some legislative 
leaders think would be more 
sympathetic to the plight of war. 
displaced workers than the tax- 
minded Ways and Means group. 


No Concerted Action. 

As yet, there has been no con- 
certed move for the $150,000,000 
appropriation and no forecast can 
be made when it will be formally 
proposed and not even a guess can 
be made on its chances of enact- 
ment, 

The CIO wants a 300-million-dol- 
lar appropriation for discretionary 
use by President Roosevelt to sup- 
plement present state employment 
payments, in especially hard-hit re- 
gions. This would give greater ben- 
efits to the jobless workers, since 
it would be sufficient to increase 
present payments to a maximum of 
$24 a week from the present $16 
top paid in all but two states, 
which have a $20 maximum. 

If the 150-million-dollar WPA 
proposal is enacted, Congress will 
probably stipulate that these tem- 
perarily unemployed workers re- 
ceive pxyments ona different basis 
from Ahat used for present WPA 
beneficiaries who are paid “secur- 
ity” wages, ranging from $62.40 to 
$94.90 for a 130-hour work-month. 
This could be done by providing 
for “prevailing” wages to the war 
conversion jobless.

200,000 Auto Workers Sitting Idle’ 
At Home During Shift to War Work 


‘Morale Being Destroyed by Unemployment 
and Inadequate Compensation Bene-

DETROIT, Feb. 28.—More. than 
200,000 automobile workers today 
are sitting at home, powerless to 
aid the all-important production 
phase of the war, with the un- 
pleasant prospect of months more 
of idleness for most of their num-

Their union leaders, in the Unit- 
ed Aufomobile Workers (CIO), and 
some Michigan Congressmen are 
trying to obtain Federal financial 
aid to supplement the half-pay 
benefits they will receive under the 
Michigan Unemployment Compen- 
sation Act—for a time. 

From the estimates of the man- 
ufacturers as to future employ- 
ment on war work, however, it 
appears that about 100,000 of them 
will have exhausted their 20 weeks 
of unemployment benefits before 
war jobs are availabler |

Of. this 
group, only 75,000 are working now 
on replacement parts production 
and on plant maintenance, UAW 
officials state. 

Other automobile workers have 
been absorbed by the war produc- 
tion plants which have been re 
tooled and thousands ere training 
for the special skills required for 
war jobs. 

The peak unemployment ‘load 
for Michigan was 225,000 in the 
week ending Jan. 10, That means 
that the 20-week compensation pe- 
riod for those employes will expire 
in June. The UAW estimates there 
still will be 115,000 workers idle 
in the entire automobile industry 
in June, with most of them in 
Michigan. 

It ig impossible to tell, of course,

The importance to the Union 
Electric lobby of its control of 
committees was shown in the spe- 
cial legislative session in 1933, 
when Gov. Park attempted to ob- 
tain the passage of a series of bills 
to permit municipalities of less 
than 75,000 population to build gas, 
electric and other utility plants by 
the issuance of revenue bonds on 
a majority vote. Larger cities al- 
ready had that power. It was in 
the darkest days of the depression 
and the passage of the bills would 
have opened up a large amount of 
work. 

In the Senate the bills were re- 
ferred to the Committee on Mu- 
nicipal Corporations, and there 
they stayed many weeks, notwith- 
standing a Senate standing rule, to 
which no attention ever has been 
given, requiring that bills be re- 
ported back to the Senate within 
10 days. 

After the committee long had 
been deaf to pleas by the Gover-

All but 4 of 90 Plants in 
Operation or Being Re- 
tooled to Make Arms, 
Wilson Asserts. 


DETROIT, Feb. 28 (AP).—C., E. 
Wilson, president of General Mo- 
tors Corporation, said today that 
“we have made faster progress in 
our war production than we had 
even hoped to make” 

In a broadcast address Wilson 
said, “We have had excellent co- 
operation from all General Motors 
men and women; there have been 
no work stoppages.” 


War material, Wilson said, is 
rolling out of the automotive in- 
dustry plants “at a rapidly ac- 
celerating rate,” and he added, 
“We are working right around the 
clock every day in the week on 
the job of changing over to war 
production such plants and equip- 
ment as are not already producing 
war materials.” 

. His speech was designed as a 
report to the public on war pro- 
duction by the industry.” 

Of General Motors’ 90 factories, 
Wilson said, 86 “are already 
either producing war material or 
are being rearranged and re- 
tooled for war production. War 
work will be found for the re- 
maining four, or they will be sold 
or leased to the Government or 
other contractors.” + 

Referring to the. unemployment 
problem involved in the shift to 
war production, Wilson said: 
“The situation is much better 
than the public may have been 
led to expect. For instance during 
the week ending Feb. 14, General 
Motors had on its payrolis @ total 
of 161,832 factory workers. The 
corresponding figure for the 
average employment for the whole 
year 1939 was 161,174—almost ex- 
actly the same number. But in 
February these employes aver- 
aged 44 hours per week, while in 
1939 they averaged only 35.” 
Peak G. M. employment was 
243,000 in June, 1941, Wilson re- 
ported, added that “our schedules 
call for increasing employment 
from now on and by this’fall:- more 
people will be working in General 
Motors plants than ever before.” 


DWIGHT F, DAVIS HEADS

modern war that to be really su- 
perfor a force must not only be 
larger than the enemy’s, but it 
must be in every way the right, 
kind of force for the particular 
tactical situation to be dealt with.

We have seen this illustrated again 
and again in the course of the 
present conflict—the loss of the 
Prince of Wales and Repulse was 
one example, the British failures in 
Norway were another. 
Plenty of Japanese Troops. 

The Japanese undoubtedly have 
plenty of troops ready for the in- 
vasion of Java, but their problem 
is to get these troops into Java. 
For this purpose they need a well 
co-ordinated and complete fighting 
team including naval forces su- 
perior to those of the United Na- 
tions in the Java Sea, superior 
air forces, both in the bomber and 
fighter category, and bases from 
which their ships and planes can 
operate against their designed ob- 
jectives. There are beginning to 
be some indications that the Japa- 
‘nese are finding difficulty in deal- 
ing with all the various aspects of 
their Java problem. 


As has invariably been the case. 


in their other major landing op- 
erations, the Japanese have begun 
by seeking fighter bases to pro- 
vide cover for their landings. On 
the west they invaded Sumatra 
and moved south toward the Strait 
of Sunda “Yo get a fighter base 
within reach of Batavia. Batavia 
ig only 75 miles from the nearest 
point on the coast of Sumatra. 

It is not yet clear whether the 
Japanese have firmly established 
themselves in all southern Suma- 
tra or not, but this is certainly 
their most dangerous angle of ap- 
proach, as is indicated by the re- 
peated Allied bombings of Palem- 
bang, which appears to have be- 
come the advance base supporting 
these Japanese operations, The 
great Japanese advantage on this 
side of Java is the fact that they 
have a protected line of commu- 
nications from Singapore behind. 
the island of Bangka and up the 
Moesi River to Palembang from 
which a railway leads to the south- 
ern tip of Sumatra, This railway 
has been destroyed by the Dutch 
but the Japanese have already 
shown the almost incredible rap- 
idity with which they can repair 
or improvise communications of all 


Attempt on East of Java. 

On the east of Java, a Japanese 
attempt to establish a fighter base 
on Bali appears so far to have 
met with little success. Some 
troops were landed but the ships 
supporting them were sunk or 
driven off by vigorous Allied naval 
and air attack and it does not

Japanese foothold on Borneo. And 
it is 470 miles from Soerabaja 
from Macassar in Celebes. These

The Japanese must cross the 
Java Sea from one of these direc- 
tions with troop ships and must 
land the :troops on the island of 
Java if they are to make a direct 
frontal assault on either of the 
major Dutch strongholds. They 
can, of course, confine themselves 
to an operation from Sumatra in 
which they would first consolidate 
their position in that island, co}- 
lect troops, and attempt to storm 
their way across the Strait of 
Sunda into West Java. 


Again a Fight for Time. 


For this move they could providé 
the necessary fighter protection 
and they could probably. be su- 
perior in the air for the time being. 
But to take Java this way would 
cost them more in time than Japan 
can afford. It looks very much 
as though they feel themselves 
compelled to accept the risks of 
frontal assault across the Java Sea 
in order to overwhelm the Dutch 
quickly before the latter can re- 
ceive greater reinforcements than 
have already arrived in Java. If 
this is the case, the Japanese must 
dispense with fighter protection 
anywhere outside the range of their 
Sumatra bases, except insofar as 
they are prepared to risk carriers 
within reach of the Allied bomb- 
ers. They must also reckon with 
their very heavy losses of cruisers, 
in which class they have had at 
least 12 ships sunk or damaged 
out Of a total of 35 or 36 with 
which they began the war. Con- 
sidering their exposed communica- 
tions and outposts in the central 
and southern Pacific, it is obvious 
that they cannot bri all their 
remaining cruisers to the Java 
Sea. Destroyers alone will not do 
against Allied cruisers. 


Thus it appears, as I have re 
peatedly pointed out in these ar- 
ticles, that the Japanese are meet- 
ing with increasing difficulties as 
their operations continue and that 
the old tactics of reckless head-on 
assault are costing them more and 
more heavily as they continue their 
desperate race with time. The 
problems which they now face in 
the Java Sea are most serious, and 
it is quite possible that these prob- 
lems would be greatly increased by 
comparatively small - Allied rein- 
forcements of precisely the right 
type—aircraft, cruisers and sub- 
n.arines. » : 

The efficiency ef any task force 
for a particular mission rests not 
so much on numerical superiority 
as on a judicious selection of exact- 
ly the right instruments for the 
work in hand. Thé Japanese must 
win with what .they have; Allied 
superiority in only one or two 
well-chosen elements of power may 
make a decisive Ceenegeere in the 
result.

Mincke’s body was found about 
5 o’clock by two employes of a

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'-—Found Signs of Heroic Defense 
at ‘Deserted’ Wake Island. 


By WENDELL WEBB 
HONOLULU, Feb. 28 (AP). — 
American sailors who “hadn't 
seen the light of day for months” 
unfolded stories of triumphs under 


the seas today and told of carry- 
ing the war “right to the enenty’s 


front doorstep” in the Far Pacific: 


They also reported Wake Island, 
which fell to the Japanese Dec. 22 
after a two-week seige, was “de- 
serted.”’ Date of the submarine 
inspection of Wake was not given. 

“Their stories,” a Navy spckes- 
man said, “reveal for the first 
time a type of heroism that gets 
scant publicity because submarine 
operations of necessity are secret 
operations.” 

The Navy, in a release from the 
office of the commander-in-chief 
of the Pacific fleet, gave its own 
description of the men as “grin- 
ning, triumphant, taciturn,” and 
said that reports indicated their 
craft torpedoed enemy ships “some- 
times almost in. view of lookouts 
at his principal home ports.” 

Two 


Regarding the Wake Island re- 
ports, the Navy’s announcement 
said two enemy destroyers, wrecked 
and beached during the savage 
Japanese assault, remained mute 
testimonial to the heroic defense 
of the outpost.” 

The Japanese capture of Wake 
was accomplished only after 14 
days of assaults on the small Ma- 
rine Corps and naval garrison on 
the island. — 

One submarine, whose trip the 
Navy termed remarkable, battled 
heavy seas for many days, sank a 
5000-ton freighter in a full gale, 
eluded destroyers, sank two more 
ships, and expended its last tor- 
pedo on an enemy yer. 

This submarine accounted for 
15,000 tons of enemy shipping. The 
Navy described the commander’s 
report as a “model of brevity, 
honesty and factual reporting” and 
said the submarine accomplished 
“an undertaking which not long 
ago was thought impracticable if 
not impossible.” 


Another American undersea boat 
was bombed by the enemy so con- 
sistently its commander believed 


Yawata Maru 15,000-ton class was 
sighted at an undisclosed port. 
The submarine dodged an enemy 
patrol for 48 hours, finally saw 
the ship leaving its berth and let 
go with two torpedoes amidships. 
When the submarine surfaced a 
short time later, the liner had dis- 
appeared. i 

A third returning submarin 
crash dived when it was surprised 
by an enemy destroyer and sur- 
vived “terrific attacks” from depth 
charges which shattered the un- 
derwater craft's light bulbs and 
cracked its paint. 

Days later, while still on the 
prowl, this submarine sank a 
freighter of the 7200-ton London 
Maru class with two direct tor- 
pedo hits. 

The Navy was quite happy with 
the work of one submarine which 
originally was scheduled to go to 
the mainland for an overhaul 
before Christmas. 

“Christmas Present.” 

The outbreak of war Dec. 7 
changed the plans and the craft 
was given an assignment “to the 
enemy's doorstep ... and it gave 
America a Christmas present—a 
5000-ton enemy merchantman.” 

One submarine commander was 
gloomy because his boat failed to 
bag any game. 

“Three Aorpedoes, .six depth 
charges—no hits,” the commander 
reported. 

The commanders unanimously 
declared the morale of their crews 
was “splendid.” All agreed they and 
their crews would rather stalk

gorots are stealing the show, 

just like they did 38 years ago, 
when they invaded St. Louis. The 
show that they stole here was the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition _of 
1904. As the outstanding at 
tion of the Philippine Reservation 
at the fair they took the town. The 
only resistance was from the Hu- 
mane Society, which didn’t approve 
the killing of dogs for their feasts 
and the owners of pets in the For- 
est Park area who feared raids on 
their kennels. The Humane Soci- 
ety was appeased by the assurance 
of a painless technique and the pet 
owners were told that only strays 
would go into the pot at the Igo- 
rot village. 


After the fair, the Igorots went 
back to their nipa huts in the Bon- 
toc Muntains of Northern Luzon 
and were not heard of again until 
the other day, when Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur brought them to the 


Qjsor on Bataan Peninsula, the 


‘world’s attention and revived mem- 


ories of them in the minds of mil- 
lions who saw them when they 
were here. 


The Igorots, it seems, who are 


head hunters at home, or used to 
be, and would rather fight than 
eat dog, came down from the jun- 
gle and joined up with Gen. Mac- 
Arthur when the Japanese came 
across. One day a regiment of 
Japs made an attack on a position 
held by a single Igorot company 
of 125 men and killed all of them. 
That made the Igorots mad. There 
was a counterattack by Igorot in- 
fantry supported by tanks. 

Some of them rode on the tanks, 
guiding the American . drivers 
through the jungle. No quarter 
was asked and none was given. 
When the battle was over, the 
tanks and the Igorots were still 
there, but a Japanese regiment of 
1500 men had been annihilated. 

To an assembly of his officers 
Gen. MacArthur said: “For sheer 
breath-taking and heart-stopping 
desperation I have never known 
the equal of those Igorots riding 
the tanks.” 

“Gentlemen,” the General con- 
cluded, his voice softening, “when 
you tell that story, stand in trib- 
ute to those gallant Igorots.” 

Those gallant Igorots were the 
sons and grandsons of the Igorots 
who came to St, Louis in 1904 and 
took the bi ice cay by storm,

HEY came as part of the Phil- 
T ippine Exhibit, sponsored by 

the United States Government, 
which was set up on a rolling 
wooded tract of 47 acres west of 
Skinker road hetween Forsythe 
boulevard and Clayton road, which 
is now a residential area. It was 
approached by way of a reproduc- 
tion on a reduced -scale of the 
Bridge of Spain which spans the 
Pasig River at Manila and entered 
through a gateway in a reproduc- 
tion of the ancient walls of Manila. 
A high bamboo fence inclosed the 
rest of the reservation. The exhibit 


their reputed fondness for dog 
meat. 

These were the Bontoc Igorots. 
There were smaller contingents of 
Suyocs and Tinguanes. Altogether 
they made up a village of 118 men, 
women and children, 

There was a tradition that back 
home the Bontocs were head-hunt- 
ers, who proved their prowess by 
killing their enemies and bringing 
back their heads as trophies, There 
had been such practices in north- 
ern Luzon as far back as the oldest 
Bontoc could remember, but since 
the United States took over such 
doings had been discouraged. 

To all intents and the purposes 
‘of publicity they still were head- 
hunters and Dr. T. K. Hunt, white 
Governor of their province, who 
brought them over, was at no pains 
to deny it. It was hinted that the 
physically superb Antonio, chief of 
the tribe, had brought to his a-fong 
in Luzon, from time to time, the 
heads of four or five of his ene- 
mies. His tattooing was supposed 
to convey something of the sort. 


x « -* 
OST of the men were tat- 
tooed and it was the general 
impression that they had 
been successful in their head hunt- 
ing. The men didn’t mind. 

The report had preceded them 
that the Bontocs were dog-eaters. 
The publicity people at the reser- 
vation had tried their best to keep 
it out of the papers, but it got in 
anyway, and there was something 
of a furore. The Humane Society 
got busy. Dog lovers took up 
arms. Pet-owners prepared to de- 
fend their Fidos to the last ditch. 
It was hot publicity. The promo- 
tion experts let it ride for a while 
and then assured the Humane So- 
ciety that the dogs would be killed 
decently, that they would be dogs 
that nobody could love and that no 
kennels would be raided, After 
that it was on with the show. 

What with the reputed head 
hunters and the reputed dog eat- 
ers the Igorot show quickly took 
the spotlight and held it all sum- 
mer. The decollete warriors 
danced hourly, brandishing their 
spears and beating their tom-toms. 
Dog feasts were frequent. That is, 
a dog was ceremoniously killed 
and roasted. Whether it was eaten 
was something else again. It was 
supposed to be. Nearly everybody 
thought that it was and shuddered 
delightedly at the thought. But 
nobody could be found who had 
seen it happen. There were hints 
that the actual eating was cere- 
monial and secret. Maybe it was. 
Anyway, the Igorots, head hunters

and dog eaters stole the show and 
kept it until they were ready to 
leave. 


Not that the Bontocs did not 
have points of their own, They 
did. In spite of their past they 
were happy and amiable. . They 
quickly learned to say “hello” in 
American and “thank you” in Eng- 
lish when nickels were thrown 
their way. Men and women liked 
to listen to Antero, the bright lad 
who could speak English and 
served as interpreter, although 
they had children at home who 
could speak English almost as 
good.

Women raved over Singwa, the 
5-year-old boy who was the pet 
and prize nickel-getter of the 


camp. Singwa was in fact a Suyoc > 


and belonged at the other side of 
the village, but he looked like ‘a 
Bontoc and dressed like the 
Bontoc men and was looked upon 
as an example of what a boy 
could make of himself although 
his ancestors had been head 
hunters. Singwa’s chief accom- 
plishment was smoking cheroots, 
which he did very well, everything 
considered. It didn’t help his ade- 
noids but it brought him lots of 
nickels. There was-a story that 
he took in $34 on a single big day 
at the fair, just because he was 
supposed to be the son of a Bontoc 
head hunter aiid could smédke 
cheroots, 

There was something. - doing 
almost every minute in the Bontoc 
village. Dr. Hunt had brought 
these people over here to live as 
they did at home and show the 
world that the Republicans knew 
what they were about when they 
took over the Philippines for the 
good of the people of the islands. 
Living like they did at home in- 
cluded dances several times a day 
with beating of ganzas, and canoes 
and dog feasts from time to time. 
Some thought that the Bontocs at 
home didn’t dance and beat the 
ganzas several] a day. Maybe 
not, But this was the World's 
Fair and it was their privilege— 
and their duty—to beat the hell 
out of the ganzas. Tom-toms to 
you. 

_ There were, it must be admitted, 
skeptics who raised doubts about 
the Bontocs living that way at 
home. Maj. William H. Johnston, 
in command of the Philippine 
Scouts, was one of these. The 
Scouts camp was on the other side 
of the bamboo stockade of the 
Igorot village. In stealing the 
show the Igorots had, in a way 
of speaking, put the jungle jinx on

They were well paid, according 
to hours and wages that prevail in 
Northern Luzon, and accumulated 
tin cans full of nickels donated by 
Fair visitors, but more to be cher- 
ishéd than all the money that they 
accumulated during their stay 
were the alarm clocks that Dr. 
Hunt bought for each one of them 
when they sailed home. 

The folks back home may well 
have been skeptical when told 
about the wonders of the World’s 
Fair, and they would have died 
laughing if the returned wander- 
ers had danced and beat the tem- 
toms to show them how Bontocs 
live when they are away from 
home, but the alarm clocks were 
real. 

Now the Bontocs are over there 
on the Bataan Peninsula helping 
the Americans’ hold off the Japs, 
riding tanks and wiping out regi- 
ments, and we who knew them at 
our World’s Fair stand in tribute 
to those gallant Igorots.

NE day, not long ago, the 

Minister of Commerce and In- 

dustries went to see Mr. Mat- 
sumoto, director of the Showa 
Coal Co., about the electric power 
shortage in Japan. “If we had 
more coal,” said the Minister, “we 
would have more electric power; 
will you see to it that our power 
plants get more coal?” “It is im- 
possible,” was Mr. Matsumoto’s an- 
swer, “to take anything out of an 
empty sack. We have no coal, sir.” 
“Must I remind you that I am 
speaking to you as a member of 
the Cabinet? I request you to pro- 
vide more coal,” said the Minister. 
“You are unreasonable,” said Mr. 
Matsumoto, wearily, “to ask for 
something I have not got.” “When 
you wring a towel,” persisted the 
Minister, “you may think there is 
no water left in it. And yet, to 
your surprise, one final wrench 
will produce a few unexpected 
drops.” “You win,” said Mr. Mat- 
sumoto with a tired smile; “there 
will be some more coal tomorrow.” 


This is the amazing thing about 
Japan’s wartime economy. The 
towel has en wrung for years, 
and every time one would have 
thought that it was dry. The re- 


serve of water which it held was . 


surprising. Today, after years of 
aggressive warfare in Asia, Japan 
is bleeding from a thousand 
wounds. She has won all the vic- 
tories—but the last battle has yet 
to be fought. And it is a fairly 
safe bet that the final decision will 
not take place in China, nor in 
The Netherlands Indies. It will 
depend on the tensile strength of 
the Japanese home front, which 
may or may not’ crack under the 
strain. For all the time, while the 
Emperor’s armies are biting deep- 
er into a vast and hostile conti- 
nent, the Japanese nation is pushed 
closer to the point where its re- 
sources of raw materials, gold and 
morale are exhausted. 

Just how much longer can Ja- 
pan carry on? Surely, the gold- 
braided Generals and the Cabinet 
Ministers in frock coats who are 
solemnly stalking across Japan's 
political stage cannot give the an- 
swer. It is a quick glance. behind 
the scenes that will reveal the true 
heroes and heroines of the shock- 
ingly realistic tragedy being enact- 
ed in the Orient today. There, 72 
million peasants, clerks, house- 
wives, workers and business men 
are playing their parts with tears 
and smiles. 

Their burden is terrific. Twenty- 
four hours a day, the Government 
tells them that their “co-operation 
in the construction of a new order 
in East Asia” is essential. Twenty- 
four hours a day, their enthusiasm 
for “the lofty ideals pursued ,by 
the Government” is solicited. They 
know not what it is all about. 

But they do know that they have 
to pay 1 yen and 50 sen, and, often 
enough, 2 yen, for things that cost 
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In Japan— 


OMITE, a waste fiber prod-

A 
nation-wide cry of indigation was 
the answer—people would share 
their last bowl of rice with their 
pets! And besides, the only bene- 
ficiaries of the sanguine scheme 
would be the rats, which would 
eat everything in the country. An- 
other expert asked the people to 
eat grass; the farmers’ of Iwate 
Prefecture, he said, were already 
indulging in this “herb diet,” and 
doing very well.

S something had to be done, th 
A resourceful authorities finally 
decided to cut,down the nation’s 
sake production by 50 per cent. 
Sake is a fermented liquor made 
from rice, and the restriction was 
expected to save Japan a lot of rice. 
The poor sake manufacturers 
agreed, officially, on a substitute 
made of tapioca. Unofficially, they 
put water and methyl alcohol into 
tho real stuff and sold it at exorbit- 
ant prices. Two thousand sake 
dealers were rounded up by the 
Tokyo police one day and grilled 
for profiteering. One of them had 
cleared a 500,000-yen profit. “The 
hard-working people, those in 
mines and on the waterfront, will 
be dealt the heaviest blow by the 
dearth of sake,” said the newspa- 
per Nichi Nichi. “For sake is not 
poison, but good medicine for them 
—medicine which will rejuvenate 
them after a day of hard labor.” 

‘And Japanese newspapers do not 
tend to be cynical. 

The Japanese Government, mind- 
ful of peoples’ nerves, sees to it 
that the wounded and mutilated do 
not roam the streets. The peace- 
able citizen has to be shielded from 
shock; awesome sights have to be 
kept beyond his horizon. So the 
disabled dre sent to hot spring re- 
sorts upcountry, or even to far- 
away Formosa. Many of them are 
billeted along the pleasant beach 
of Beppu, on Kyushu Island, where 
schools and hotels are evacuated 
to house them. The strange fig- 
ures in white stumping on their 
crutches through the narrow, slop- 
ing streets, present a ghostly view.

The docile press, in the first two 
or three war years with China, 
presented the whole thing as 
though hostilities were carried on 
with velvet gloves. No one knew 
the approximate number of Jap- 
anese casualties, and reports of 
military reverses were not printed. 
This, however; led to a paradox- 
ical situation: the people at home, 
far from working up a patriotic 
frenzy, showed alarming indiffer- 
ence. The Government did not ap- 
ply two different sets of propa- 
ganda—one for export and one for 
home consumption. The Japanese 
public, in other words, had to 
swallow the same story that was 
presented to the world at large, 
with the only difference that it 
was taken at face value in Japan. 

Millions of Japanese thus actual- 
ly believed, during the first years 
of the “incident,” that their armies 


~ 


were marching to help the poor, 
misguided Chinese, to establish 
peace and to rid the world of the 
Communist menace. What was 
the use of getting all wrought up 
as long as this was not a war but 
a charity bazaar? As long as peo- 
ple were under the impression that 
Japanese soldiers conquered Chi- 
nese cities for the sole purpose of 
posing for the Asahi rotogravure 
with Chinese babies on their laps, 
they did not see why they should 
be under “spiritual mobilization” 
at home. The first soldiers who 
came home from the front on fur- 
lough were shocked to see their 
people indolent and unconcerned 
and far more interested in movies 
and puppet shows than in the war. 
It then that the slogan “Let 
the People Know” was first adopt- 
ed by a small group of high Army 
and Government men; but it took 
years to make the Japanese people 
believe that catastrophe was just 
around the corner. And even then 
they did not get excited. 

They had been trained fn equa- 
nimity. For centuries their rulers 
and their volcanoes had forced 
them to develop that even temper. 
They had learned to ask no ques- 
tions and to submit to the in- 
evitable with discreet dispassion. 
Just as their ancestors knew that 
it was up to the feudal lords and 
to the restive gods to plunge them 
headlong into trouble, and that 
resignation was the best method 
of absorbing the shock, so these 
unfortunate men and women re- 
tained their tranquil minds. Could 
it be that this useless war, with 
its teriffic cost in blood and coin, 
was just another link in that 
never-ending chain of disasters? 
It was taken that way by the 
smitten people of Japan. 

Indeed, the Japanese public co- 
operated admirably to help the 
Government achieve its lofty aims. 
And it was with genuine pride that 
the economists began to speak of 


No Invasions— 


S a nation, the Japanese 
A have fought’ three major 
since their opening to 
the West, and won them all. 
No enemy has ever invaded 
their sacred isles, and the one 
attempted invasion, that of Ku- 
blai Khan in the thirteenth 
century, was beaten back by 
a divine wind. Defeat, to the 
Japanese, is beyond the scope 
of imagination. 

This is a factor of extreme 
importance in their mental 
makeup. It, in fact, prevented 
a negotiated peace between 
China and Japan; even those 
military and civilian leaders 
who wanted to terminate the 
“incident,” found it impossible 
to recall Japan’s expeditionary 
forces. A _ returning army, 
which had failed to conquer 
China, might have given the 
population at home the idea 
that it was beaten. It would 
have broken the magic spell 
and wrought disaster. 

In feudal] times, the defeated 
samurai committed  hara-kiri. 
Today, military defeat might 
smash the very foundations of 
Imperial Japan; it might, with 
one terrific stroke, shatter the 
whole proud structure. The im- 
pact of a military defeat upon 
the Japanese would be more vio- 
lent, more revolutionary, more 
Savage and more definite than 
in any other nation or society. 


LONZN 
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the “elasticity” of Japan’s eco- 
nomic system—implying that the 
Japanese were modest people by 
their very nature, that spiritual 
elements were highly important to 
them, and that Japanese belts 
could be tightened more readily 
and more drastically than other 
belts.

ODAY, such things as food,

Kondo picks up the telephone to 
order two dozen eggs from her 
grocer, the grocer will be so sorry, 
no eggs today, no eggs at all. “No 
eggs at all?” says Mrs. Kondo, 
Well, none for the official price; 
if Mrs. Kondo would be willing to 
pay more, the grocer might be able 
to get hold of that farmer friend 
of his who came to town this 
morning with some eggs. Beauti- 
ful eggs, Mrs. Kondo. And the 
deal is closed. 

A coal dealer, not long ago, was 
brazen enough to enlist the co-op- 
eration of the police in his illegal 
dealings. A customer who wanted 
to buy 3000 yen worth of coal] in- 
geniously dropped three 1000-yen 
bills in front of the coal yard, 
The honest dealer picked them 
up and brought them to the next 
police station. There, the “loser” 
claimed them and paid the “find- 
er” the customary reward of 300 
yen. He had paid 3300 yen for his 
coal, but the bitter Tokyo winter 
could not h him. . .. . Rubber 
shoes for boys t 87 sen, official- 
ly. Clever merchants “trans- 
formed” them into another article 
by simply soling them with tarred 
paper board, and charged twice as 
much. If the price of certain piece 
goods is fixed at 10 yen, you may 
not be able to buy any, but if you 
are willing to pay your tailor four 
times as much for his labor, he 
will make you a suit. 

Certainly, the police cannot al- 
ways be cheated. To fight price 


sabotage, the staff of the Tokyo 


Economic Police has been in- 
creased from 100 to 700, and this 
formidable force discovered 200,000 
cases of profiteering within a year. 
Most of it was small fry; but some 
of the offenders were fined or sent 
to jail. When the jails were full, 
the befuddled officials, scared by 
the still mounting tide of hoarding, 
chiseling and profiteering, hastily 
reconsidered their price fixations. 
To keep abreast of the black mar 
kets, they raised the prices of 
some 20 articles, including ¢ehem- 
icals, textiles, tobacco and rice. 
Even public bath houses have been 
allowed to jog their fee up 1 sen 
per customer.

SPREAD PAPER under piece 
to be worked on, remove all hard- 
ware, don rubber gloves, and start 
to work. Apply remover with a 
brush and allow to stand for a 
few minutes; then scrape off old 
finish with putty knife or spatula. 
A second application of remover 
‘ may be necessary if there are sev- 
eral coats of finish on the piece. 
While still wet, after scraping, 
wipe off with rough sacking or 
newspapers. Next clean entire 
piece with naphtha or, if paintea, 
with denatured alcohol. © 
> + 
To insure a perfectly smooth 
surface, the piece should then be 
sanded.- The sanding should 
always be done with the grain of 
the wood. Start with coarse 
sandpaper if the wood is rough, 
wrapping the sandpaper around 
a block of wood for ease in 
handling. Next, use fine steel 
wool, holding with a cloth and 
finally, for a really fine finish 
rub with rottenstone or pumice. 

If there are any deep gashes in 

wood they may be filled by heat- 

ing a shellac stick and applying 
to hole; sandpaper when set. 

Wood-pulp filler may be used to 

fill cracks.

@ NOW YOU ARE ready for the 
new finish. This may be one of 
the new, blond finishes, it may be 
a natural finish, it may be stained 
to change or bring out the natural 
color, or it may be painted. 

To bleach wood, either for a 
blond finish or to remove stains 
that have penetrated into the 
wood, you may either buy a com- 
mercial bleach, use a strong scrub- 
bing powder, or make a solution 
_of one pound of oxalic acid crys- 
tals to a gallon of water. Apply 
these bleaches with a scrubbing 
brush, being careful to protect the 
hands. Wash with water and am- 
monia, 

To stain wood, an oil-dye stain 
is most desirable as it feeds the 
‘wood and gives a rich color. Apply 
desired stain, mixing two-thirds oil 
stain to one-third _ turpentine. 
Working quickly, apply stain with 
brush with one hand and wipe off 
almost immediately with cotton 
waste in other hand. It is better 
to apply stain two or three times 
to get desired color rather than 
getting it too dark to. start with. 

Now you are ready for the final 

finish. Today most pieces are 
finished, with either varnish or 
lacquer, or sometimes shellac. Var- 
nish dries more slowly than lac- 
quer or shellac and is therefore 
more easily handled. These fin- 
ishes may be had in either high 
gloss or dull, satin finish and at 
least two coats should be used. 
For an oil finish that penetrates 
into the wood use two-thirds boiled 
linseed oil to one-third turpentine, 
applying the oil either hot or cold 
with a brush and then wiping off 
with a woolen cloth. 
' All of these finishes may be 
given a final finish with wax, or 
a wax finish may be used directly 
on the wood. Paste wax should 
be heated before using, liquid wax 
may be applied with a brush, or 
an excellent waterproof wax may 
be made with one-fourth pound 
pure beeswax, one pint of turpen- 
tine, and one-fourth cup boiled lin- 
seed oll. Wax should be applied 
with cheesecloth, allowed to stand 
a while and then rubbed to a pol- 
ish with a piece of felt or woolen

ELL, girls, when Uncle Sam 
Weeis through with us we're 
going to know there’s a war 
on. We're going to feel it in every- 


‘thing from our shoe eyelets to our 


three-way stretch. The War Pro- 
duction Board boys here in Wash- 
ington aren’t going to missa thing 
from a skirt pleat to a pair of 
stocking garters. We're about to 
be done over on a war basis. The 
wartime wardrobe is on its way. 

Right off you can expect the 
passing of the pleat and -funeral 
services for the flare. Skirts will 
be scant. They will also be short- 
er. That’s to save material. Patch 
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pockets will probably go. Neck- . 


lines will be lowered. Sweaters 
will stop at the waistline—and no 
kicks from the devotees of the 
Sloppy Joe. Short sleeves will ‘be 
the order of the day. 


All this is particularly true of 
anything you wear made of wool. 
Uncle Sam needs a whale of a lot 
of wool to keep our armed forces 
warm, Already drastic wool con- 
servation orders restricting wool 
for civilian use have been ordered; 
by next fall there may be a ration- 
ing of wool clothing. 


“The per capita consumption of 
wearing apparel will have to be 


who will be called on for produc- 
tion of direct war materials,” R. 
R. Guthrie, chief of the Textile, 
Clothing and Leather Goods 
Branch of the War Production 
Board told me the other day. “It 
is part of wisdom to make every 


pound of wool and every yard of 


cloth go as far as possible.” 


.Guthrie’s advice to women is not 
to worry about the possible ra- 
tioning of wool clothing. If it 
comes, it comes. Anybody with 
the sense of a squirrel knows 
Uncle Sam is tampering with our 
clothes only because he has to in- 
sure comfort for our armed forces. 
The best thing to do right now is 
take care Of what we have, keep 
our woolen clothes clean and 
mended. And when the new “con- 
servation” necklines and shorter 
skirts appear, the patriotic thing 
to do is operate on the model you 
have. Whack an inch or so off the 
hem; saw the neckline a little low- 
er. And be in style. Don’t rush 
right out and buy a wartime “sim- 
plified” model if there is any mile- 
age left in the dress you have. 
Rem er, the day may come 
when no amount of cash in your 
purse will enable you to pick out 
a new dress—without a ration 
card, 


This summer you'll be wearing 
more cotton dresses than ever, Silk 
import supplies are gone. Rayon 
dresses won't be quite so plentiful 
because the women’s dress industry 
is going to have to share the rayon 
supply with the men’s wear indus- 
try which has been hard hit by the 
wool shortage. So we'll wear cot- 
ton and like it—-with plenty of

ROFESSIONAL cooks neod a- 


lot of cook books just as a 

lawyer needs law books. It’s 
true that recipes can be memorized 
but reference to the recipe in 
print is often necessary. To be- 
come a really good cook one must 
have a certain amount of imagina- 
tion, plus a great deal of exper- 
jence in actual cooking in the kit- 


‘chen. 


The early part of this century I 
met two young French cooks in 
Paris, One of them was a chap 
named Etienne Pintard and he 
was chef saucier at the Cafe de 
Paris in Paris, The other was 
Louis Diat, who had the same job 
at the Ritz in Paris. A few. years 
thereafter they headed the culi- 
nary staff at the Ritz in New 
York, Diat as chef and Pintard 
as assistant chef. These two men, 
including a large staff of top 
notch cooks, comprised plenty of 
talent. 

Diat at last has brought out a 
cook book, appropriately titled 
“Cooking a la Ritz.” I find in this 
volume the usual French recipes, 
but they are written in a simple, 
understanding way. I also came 
across a great many recipes calling 
for inexpensive ingredients. A lot 
of housewives have an idea that 
French cookery is extravagant. 
That’s not true, Nowhere in all of 
Europe would you find such frugal 
housewives as in France, but be- 
lieve me, the food is good. Just 
because we see a lot of fancy 
names and a ila’s tacked onto 
dishes shouldn’t scare us, 

I have selected two practical and 
economical dishes from Diat’s 
book that I think you will enjoy 
preparing and delight in eating. 


BEEF STEW 
WITH VEGETABLES. 


Three pounds lean beef, cut in 
medium sized pieces; six carrots, 
cut in pieces and parboiled five 
minutes; two tablespoons butter, 
12 small onions, sauteéd in butter:

The Government plays no Santa 
Claus role in this income tax busi-

as éasy as possible for these new (aay 


taxpayers. The same goes for 
7,500,000 old contributors and 8,500,- 
000 other persons who file returns 
but escapé paying taxes because of 
legitimate deductions. 

Uncle Sam expects you to report 
all of your income, but he also 
de wants you to take every permis- 
sible deduction and exemption. 
‘You can be on the level with your 
ovesnapent and fair to yourself 
too. 

The big A in the ABC's of in- 
come tax returns is to remember 
that every single person whose 
gross income amounted to $750 
or more, and every married per- 
son whose gross income was $1500 
or more in 1941 must file a re- 
turn. 

Don’t wait for the Government 
to send you a return form. The 
forms may be obtained from col- 
lectors of internal revenue. 

The first, and probably the most 
important, money-saving step is to 
consider carefully whether it will 
be dollar-wise to make out a re 
turn on the older, more complete 
form 1040 or on the new, simplified 5000 
form 1040A. 

You may use either form if your 
gross income is $3000 or less and 
is from salary, wages, other com- 
pensation for personal services; 
dividends, interest, annuities, rent 
or royalties, 

For a‘ majority of small-income 
taxpayers, the use of one form or 
the other will mean only a differ- 
ence of a dollar or two. Thousands, 


however, will save a tidy sum 
they figure out which form is mo, 
advantageous.

meaning “to ‘shut a tap,” hence, 
by extension, “to close the tap- 
rooms usually found close by the 
army barracks of former days.” 
The word tattoo, meaning “to dec- 
orate the skin,” is the Anglicized 
form of the Tahitian word tatu, 
meaning “to puncture.” 
It ie held unlikely that the name 
of the call taps is related to the 
first_ tattoo definition despite the 
“taproom” origin. Some authorities 
belfeve that taps is so called be- 
cause the signal for “lights out” 
originally was tapped out on a 
drum. Of this we cannot be cer- 
tain; but we are sure that the 
U. 8S. Army taps, the most beauti- 
ful of the calls, was composed dur- 
ing the Civil War by Maj. Gen. 
Daniel Butterfield of the Union 
Army. It is played at army bed- 
time, and at military funerals, 
The word bugle has its origin in 
the Latin word buculus, “a young 
bullock,” probably from the simi- 
larity of the sound of a bugle to 
the constant bawWling of the male 
calf. Or it may be that the first 
bugles were so named because they 
were made of the horns of cattle, 
as are the traditional horns of 
the hunters. And it is worthy of 
note that the brass wind instru- 
ments of the orchestra, the trum- 
pets, the trombones, the tubas, etc., 
are still spoken of as “horns’— 
they have descended from the an- 
cient instruments made of animal 
horns, 

Bugles are of great antiquity. 
The Hebrew word is shophar (pro- 
nounced: SHO-fahr), “bugle trum- 
pet.” The trumpet blown by 
Joshua's priests at the battle of 
Jerico (Joshua, chapter 6) were 
rams’ horns, as were the trumpets 
of Gideon’s band of 3800 (Judges, 
chapter 7). When Saul’s 3000 men 
of Israel conquered the garrison 
of the Philistines (I Samuel, Chap- 
ter 13), “Saul blew the trumpet 
throughout all the land, saying let 


‘}the Hebrews hear.” The shophar 


is still blown in synagogues on the 
Day of Atonemerit, 

This raises the natural question: 
Why is the shrill ery of the ele- 
phant spoken of as “trumpeting?” 
The English word trumpet is from 
the French word trompe, meaning 
‘trump; trumpet; hunting horn; 
the proboscis. of an elephant.” This 
leads to still another question: if 
the word trunk means “the body,” 


why is an elephant’s elongated nose 
referred to ag a trunk? The truth 
is, the elephant’s snout should have 
been called a trump. The word 
trunk, meaning “proboscis,” ig an 
imperfect translation of the French 
word trompe, 

To further complicate matters, 
let us consider the word trump as 
used in card games. This expres- 
sion arises from a corruption, not 
of the‘ word. trompe, but of the 
word triomphe (triumph), the 
name of a card game in which 
the eleventh card dealt becomes 
the trump. 

We have already learned that 
the word trumpet, from the French 
trompette, ig the diminutive of 
trump (trompe). But what of cor- 
net? /Isn’t a cornet a sort of trum- 
pet? Yes, there is no essential 
difference, except that a cornet is 
the shorter. Cornet is from the 
French word corne, which means 
(what do you suppose?) “the horn 
of a cow or ram!” Also, from 
corne comes the English corn, a 
thick growth of “horny” skin on 
the toes or hands, from the Latin 
cornus, “horn,” or, literally, the 


ancestor of the army bugle upon 


which taps and tattoo are blown. 

And that brings us back to the 
word this article started with. All 
of which proves that one word cer 
tainly leads to another.

articles on how to play gin rummy. 
WAS talking about gin rummy 
to one of my friends who has 
recently begun to play the 
game, and she made this com- 
ment:

It would be just as easy to re 
member the cards in gin, if you 
go about it in the same way. 
“Bor example, when your op- 
ponent discards something, don’t 
try to memorize his discard. In- 
stead, ask yourself what the dis- 
card means. Why doesn’t he want 
the card? If he throws away the 
eight of clubs, tell yourself that 
he isn’t saving eights, and isn't 
trying for a club sequence like 
10-0-8 or 87-6. Gradually you will 
get a picture of his hand, It’s 
easy to keep a picture in mind; 
much easier than to remember a 
series of letters, or figures, or 
playing-cards.” 
Nothing will help you more than 
getting a picture of your’ oppon- 
ent’s hand. From the cards he 
picks up from the discard pile 
you can learn what he does have, 
and from the cards he throws 
away you can judge what he does 
not have. You can even read your 
opponent’s hand from the cards 
he does NOT pick up.

IFTEEN years ago, had you asked who was “the prettiest woman, 


r ever tried for murder in Cook County,” almost any theatergoer 

could have told you. Alexander Woollcott would have just written 
a piece about her for the paper, bringing in Dr. Neill Cream, Henri 
Desire Landru, Lizzie Borden and a few other or his favorite homicide 
artists and doubt could not remain that Roxie Hart was to be a 
permanent celebrity. Half the people who knew the answer would 
have said, too, in parenthesis, “Francine Larrimore.” 

The role that Miss Larrimore made famous now goes to Ginger 
Rogers, the retiring Academy prize actress, and it is a gorgeous bur- 
lesque that has been made of the‘old play, “Chicago,” 
“Roxie Hart.” If ‘Kitty Foyle” was worth an Oscar to Miss Rogers, 
“Roxie Hart” ought to be worth Los Angeles County, Catalina and a 
life pass to the Fox Theater, where it is currently playing. 

With frizzed hair, chewing gum and knee-length skirts, if you 


| count the whole knee, our Ginger plays Roxie, the accused beauty, to 


perfection. And, for the elation and jubilation of Chicago crime 
reporters and public at large, does the Black Bottom, the Charleston 
and a tap routine on the steel steps of the jailhouse. This is no 
mere triumph of acting. This once was Miss Rogers’ stock in trade.

Whether Miss Rogers will be generally accepted in this type of 
role is not to be predicted. Beginning with her appearance in “Kitty 
Foyle,” her choice of roles has seemed to be the type that makes fun 
of, rather than glamorizes. This approach reflects her ability as an 
actress, necessarily, .but it is doubtful that it wins her new friends.

HAT. Soviet Russia thinks of its flyer heroes may be gained from 

“Wings of Victory,” the Art Theater’s film which opened yester-

“Wings of Victory” follows the career of Valeri Chkalov, who, with 
two companions, Alexander Beliakov and Georgi Baidukov, flew from 
Moscow, across the polar regions, to Vancouvér, Wash., in June, 1937. 
Chkalov, a test pilot, was killed in a crash in December, 1938, while 
testing a new plane, and his ashes rest in the Kremlin wall in Moscow.

who was navigator on the flight to the United States, and so far as 


can be determined from the newspaper clippings of four and half 
years ago, the story is extraordinarily accurate. No Hollywood license 
is necessary to glamorize the facts of Chkalov’s daring adventures, no 
clumsy build-up is necessary to bring them to a climax.

LTHOUGH the conception of an “eighth art,” the 
use of light as a medium for such expression as 
is found in music or painting, goes back at 

least to the eighteenth century, it was not until Thomas 
Wilfred introduced his Clavilux—popularly known as 
“the color organ’—about 20 years ago that the new 
art began to reach any considerable part of the public. 
Wilfred, Danish-born, gave “visual music” recitals in 
Europe and the United States, and once appeared as 
Clavilux soloist with the Philadelphia Orchestra under 
Leopold Stokowski, in e Hall. Since his 
invention of this instrument, the art of light has 
e steadily, and the Art Institute of Light in 

ew York now sponsors a regular schedule of recitals, 
in which compositions in what Wilfred terms lumia are 
presented. 

A lumia recital is soundless. It consists of throw- 
ing on a screen light to which color, form and motion 
are given. Colors, shapes and movements change at 
the will of the operator of the instrument. He can 
control the intensity of the light, can make the spec- 
tacle on the screen, which has the illusion of being in 
space, seem to approach or recede. The “playing” is 
done on keys, but the keyboard has no relation to the 
keyboard of a musical instrument, no connection with 
the musical scale. Wilfred conceives of lumia as an 
independent art, not as an adjunct of music. Although 
some of the other experimenters in this field have tried 
to associate light and sound, he presents his whirling, 
dancing, pulsing abstractions in colored light as self- 
sufficient works in esthetics, not as attempts to trans- 
late sound into something visible.: His instrument 
contains, in addition to a keyboard—the keys control 
form, motion and color—powerful lights and projectors, 
condensing lenses, color filters discs and optical 
units which mold the light into various forms. The 
range of possible effects is suggested by the fact that 
each key, sliding in a scaaie: Sanh 100 positions. 

Shown here, as photographed by the color 
camera, are Wilfred, probably the foremost contempor- 
ary exponent of the new art, and representative 
passages from his compositions in animated light.
